AT 7:30: LOWEST OF WINTER 


Cold to Continue With Big Storm Said to Be 
Headed This Way—Below Zero in County 
This Morning, Unofficial Reports Say. 


At 7:30 a. m, today St. Louis ex- 
perienced the coldest weather of the 
present winter, the temperature fall- 


the winter before, on Feb, 7, 1914. At 
8 o'clock the temperature had risen 
to 3 degrees and at 9 o'clock to 4. 
The weather forecaster finds that the 
outlook is that the city will continue 
to experience low temperatures for 
some time. 

The entire western portion of the 
country from Galveston, Tex., north 
through central Canada is in the grip 
of a cold wave. At Bismarck, N. D., 
and Winnipeg, Canada, the tempera- 
ture fell to 22 degrees below zero last 
night and the freezing point was 
reached in most places in Texas. 

Lowest Last Year 1 Above. 


Was recorded, residents can take selace 
in the fact that the record of several 
recent years was not approached. In 
1910 the record shows 1 degree. below 
zero on Jan. 23, in 1911 the record shows 
2 degrees below zero on Jan. 3,.in 1912 
St. Louis had its record cold with a 
temperature of 14 below zero on Jan. 
7, in the succeeding year, 1913, the low 
temperature was 7 degrees above zero 
on Jan. 13, last year’s record was the 
same as this morning upon Feb. 7. 

In St. Louis County this morning un- 
official reports showed, at Manchester, 
8 below zero, Richmond Heights 1 be- 
low, Kirkwood 2 below, and Clayton 
zero.

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ALABAMA TO BE DRY JULY | 
DESPITE GOVERNOR'S. VETO 


Legislature Passes Measure 
Executive’s Head by Over- 
whelming Vote. 
MONTGOMERY, Ala., Jan. 23.—Ala- 
bama .will become a prohibition State 
July 1, under two related measures, 
which became iaw last night without 


executive approval. 

Within a few hours after Gov. Hen-: 
derson had vetoed the bills, and asked 
that the prohibition question be sub- 
mitted to voters at a special election, 
both houses voted down his proposal) 
and repassed the bills by overwhelming 
majorities. ‘The vote in the House on 
repassage was 73 to 29; in the Senate, 
2% to 10. 

The prohibition measures re-enact the 
prohibition law repealed in 1911 after 
it had been in force two years. Under 
the 1911 local-option law all bat eigh* 
of the 67 counties have voted dry. 


Alabama joing dry makes the total 
of dry states 11. The complete dry list 
is: Alabama, Arizona, Georgia, Kan- 
sas, Maine, Mississippi, North Carolina, 
North Dakota, Oklahoma, Tennessee, 
West Virginia.

Dr. Guhman instructed his wife to 
send emergency calls to Charles Goh- 
man, his brother, Dr. Ralph Riley and 
Dr..G. C. Eggers of Clayton. Dr. Guh- 
man drove to the Stolle home in his 
auto at a speed of 40 miles an hour, 
When he arrived he found the three 
members of the family and the maid all 
lying unconscious on the floors The 
three other physicians arrived a short 
time later. 

Neighbors were called in to aid in the 
relief work. The milkman, who hap- 
pened to call, was also pressed into 
service. Dr. Guhman said that it was 
only by the most desperate work that 
they were able to save the lives of the 
members of the family.

Frank Stolle was able 
to get up at 1 p. m. and dress, but 
Mrs. Stolle, Carl and the maid were 
still in a serious condition. Two of 
the physicians remained in the house 
to watch them. 

Eldest Son Escapes. 

William Stolle, the eldest son, re- 
turned last night from “Falling 
Springs, where he operates a stone 
quarry. He said he was, tired and 
went to bed without eating anything. 

The late Caspar Stolle was formerly a 
director in the eGrman-American Bank 
and for many years operated a stand 
at Biddle Market. Stolle’s Hall, at 
Fourteenth and Biddle streets, was fa- 
mous as a dance hall a generation ago, 
and is one of the landmarks of that sec- 
tion of the city. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter called 
at the Stolle home he found. the four 
physicians out of breath from their four 
hours’ hard work. They agreed that if 
they had not been called so promptly 
there would have been little chance of 
saving the lives of any of the four pa- 
tients.

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Edward C. Long’s Punishment 
Compromise Between Death 
Penalty and Shorter Term. 


MOTHER HEARS VERDICT 


Defense Was Insanity Caused by 
Blows on Head When 
Long Was Young. 


Edward C. Long, who shot and 
killed his wife, Elizabeth, June 12, 
1914, was sentenced by a jury today 
to serve 27 years in the penitentiary. 
Thomas H. Gist, foreman of the jury, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
verdict was a compromise between 
members’ of the jury who held out for 
a death penalty and those who fa- 
vored lighter punishment. 

Mrs. Long was killed at 1002 North 
Compton avenue. She was shot five 
times. Long’s mother, Mrs. Courtney 
Long of Paducah, 70 years old, was 
in the courtroom, with Long's 3-year- 
old son, when the verdict was read 
in court. 

Long’s defense was insanity. He 
testified that he was hit on the head 
with a pop bottle when he was 14. 
years old, and afterwards hit on the 
head with a brick. He also testified 
that he had been addicted to exces- 
sive use of cigarettes and liquor. He 
further testified that Alexander Erd- 
man, a neighbor, told him his wife 
had been unfaithful to him, that she 
had gone vut to the Pageant last 
spring three evenings with another 
man, and that Mrs. Long, when ac- 
cused by him, confessed that these 
charges were true. 

He said he lost control of himself 
when she admitted the charges, and 
had no recollection of having shot 
her. The State’s contention was that 
Long was not insane, and that he shot 
his wife when. she upbraided him for 
failure to support her and her three 
children. 

The jury deliberated on the verdict 
7:30 p. m. yesterday until 10:30 
a. m. today.

According to the testimony, Morris 
turned about so that he was facing the 
other passengers and kept shouting rib- 
ald remarks to his friend in. the rear 
seat.

Closing his admirable answer to James J. 
Hill’s objections to the ship purchase bill, Secre- 
tary Redfield touched the core of the issue when 
Be declared that “American commerce had to 
move, if Uncle Sam had to move it himself.” The 
question is whether American commerce shall be 
{throttled by lack of shipping facilities and by 
extortionate rates charged for moving American 
products. 

The best service Secretary Redfield did during 
his visit to &t. Louis was his clear exposition of 
the necessity of the ship purchase bill and his 
convincing argument in support of Government 
service in ocean transportation. 

To the objection that England would rot per- 
mit the purchase of German ships, he answered 
that he had an offer to sell the Government 12 
English ships and also French ships, immediately 

available. He produced a letter from the En- 
glish Ambassador saying there was no objection 
to American purchase of German ships to be 
used in the South American trade. We do not 
| believe there woul@ be or could be any reasona- 
ble objection to the use of American-purchased 
German ships for trade with any neutral country 
ol with any one of the belligerents except Ger- 
Himany and its allies, trade with whom is now sub- 
ject to interference and annoyance. This leaves 
ap immense field of operation in which there 
would be no complications. 

Secretary Redfield disposed forever of the cur- 
rent falsehood, which is urged as a principal 
objection to Government operation of steamship 
lines, to the effect that the Panama Steamship 
Co., operated by the Government, is unprofitable 
and a failure. He proved conclusively by facts 
that, under extraordinary conditions, the steam- 
ship company makes substantial profits. It takes 
care of a large interest on the coast of leased 
vessels, provides for maintenance, depreciation 
and repairs and hands over a large proportion 
of its rates to other lines; and yet it earned last 
year $314,206; and in four months, including 
October, $181,295—a still greater profit. 

Mr. Redfield proved, contrary to the state- 
ment of the Merchants’ Association of New York, 
| that so far from it costing from 30 to 40 per cent 

more to operete an American than a foreign ship, 
the lowest rate for bulk freight anywhere is 
charged in an American steamer, operated by 
American labor, with an American captain and 
officers, and a steamer that is idle five months in 
the year. He asserted that the cheapest bulk 
transportation in the world is supplied by Ameri- 
can sea-going steamers. 

So far as American shipbuilding goes, he quot- 
ed the head of the Newport Shipbuilding and 
Drydock Co. as saying that he could build a bat- 
tleship as cheaply as any shipyard in the world. 

Mr. Redfield pointed out that in all of his con- 
versations with men opposing the ship-purchase 
bill on the ground that it interfered with pros- 
pective private enterprises, he had been unable 
t. get any definite proposition to undertake ocean 
ransportation under present conditions, or to find 
any person who would pledge his interests to 
t2ke into primary consideration the interests of 
American commerce. Not one had agreed to 
combat extortionate rates. 

In his City Club speech Secretary Redfield used 
an apt illustration when he said that the United 
‘States now is like a department store without a 
delivery system. We are dependent upon our 
competitors for the delivery of our goods, and 
are therefore subject to neglect and extortion 
whenever condition make either neglect or ex- 
tortion advantageous to our competitors. In re- 
ality, we are dependent upon belligerents for our 
shipping facilities, with all the danger of stop- 
page, interference and annoyance that arises in 
ocean transportation on account of belligerency, 
One of the most important points has not been 
touched upon by any advocate of the ship pur- 
chase bill, namely, the rates we pay to foreign 
ship owners absorb a large percentage of our bal- 
ance of trade. The larger the percentage, the 
greater the loss in balance. With American ship- 
ping, the great sums of money paid for ocean 
freight would be retained in this country and 
would be added,to the baiance in our favor. 
While the Foreign Trade Convention refused to 
pass any resolution touching the ship purchase 
bill, there can be no doubt that the discussion 
of the question was of sreat cducational value.

SNOW-OBSTRUCTED SIDEWALKS. 


It has been held by the courts that “the r’ght 
of the city to require owners of property to re- 
move snow and ice from their sidewalks is a valid 
exercise of the police power.” The ofdinance 
requires that the owners or agents or occupiers 
shall perform this duty. But it is never thorough- 
enforced. : 

Vacant stores, residences and lots, with the 
agent’s fame posted up on rent or sale signs, al- 
most invariably have sidewalks piled up with 
snow after cvery heavy fall. This snow remains 
until ft fs caked into ice, constituting a danger 
to every pedestrian. Why are not such places 
reported by the patrolmen and why does not the 
police department notify the agent or owner to 
clean off the show? 

But the ordinance is ignored by hundreds of 
owners, agents or occupiers of property, business 
and residential, who are on the spot and can be 
called to account promptly. Even the city itself
